he may legally seek then still 
another term in his own name, 

Alabama’s own law, then, has 
been degraded by its own peo- 
ple. In a state that has ale 
ready made a fetish of its con- 
tempt for the national law, the 
Spirit of lawlessness has now 
become triumphant indeed, 

But the worst part of the 
Alabama election lies in what it 
reveals, or confirms, so starkly 
about the racial cleavage in the 
State, A vast majoirty of the 
white people voted for the Wal» 
laces, Nearly all the Negroes, 
exercising newly-won rights as 
citizens, voted for Richmond 
Flowers, the liberal attorney 
general, after choosing him 
finally over the moderate and 
able ex-congressman, Carl El- 
liott. If Alabamians have been 
notoriously prone to elect £0- 
vernors on caprice, for rea- 
Sons of personality or show- 
manship, there was nothing ca- 
pricious about this judgment, 
The only issue, in the end, was 
race, The Negroes found in 
Flowers their champion; the 
great white majority found in 
the Wallaces their instrument 
for expressing their loathing for 
the civil rights movement and 
their yearning to put the Negro 
back ‘in his place,’? 

WALLACE backers proudly 
cited an absence of overt race~ 
baiting in the campaign, but 
why should George Wallace have 
occasion to tell anyone how he 
stands? The record of the Wal- 
lace years, with all its inflame 
matory exploitation of the ra- 
cial issues and racial murder 
without punishment, speaks for 
itself. The language of the cam- 
paign oratory may have been 
elusive, but everybody in Ala- 
bama knew what the election 
was all about, 

Advocates of equal rights in 
Alabama may find tangible con- 
Solation in the knowledge that 
an awakened Negro minority 
voted for the first time innum- 
bers relevant to its proportion 
of the population. Anditis clear 
enough that the Negro is not 
going back to his place, in 
Alabama or anywhere else, In 
the years immediately ahead, 
however, the state will be do= 
minated by the malign Wallace 
personality, divided sharply a- 
long strict racial lines, afflict- 
ed with a continuing hostility 
toward the national government 
and the rest of the country 
generally. In Alabama it is 
whites aligned against Negroes 
- and Alabama _ against the 
world,’”’ 

Governor Faubus said in a 
Speech at the annual conference 
of the Southern Region of the 
Public Personnel Association 
that one of the greatest head- 
aches of a public official is to 
face carping criticism by mem- 
bers of the news media, some 
of whom he called ‘‘the biggest 
Smart-alecks in the world,” 

Apparently Arkansas’ Goy- 
ernor Faubus has been coming 
in for his share of the cri- 
ticism and he can’t take it, In 
other words he apparently 
thinks the press shouldbe muze- 
zled for the benefit of such 
characters as he,

editorial he saidt ‘Pardon the 
expression, but what the hell 
does that newspaper editor, who 
has never been out of his aire 
conditioned office, know about 
Alabama politics,’?

Brilliantly blooming 
rhodedendron and mountain 
laurel, untouched by gard- 
ener’s spade or insecticide 
Spray, covers the cliff- 
lined ravines of DeSoto 
State Park and Buck’s 
Pocket during the middle 
of May. 

This year Fort Payne 
and DeKalb County offi- 
Clals have set May 15-20 
as peak blossom time for 
the untampered _ wild- 
flowers, 

The rhododendron is a 
large evergreen shrub with 
red, pink, white or purple 
flowers. Mountain laurel 
{8° more bush-like, with 
cltisters of small pink blos- 
soms. Both shrubs are 
members of the same floral 
family as wild azaleas and 
bush honeysuckle, 

Each spring the steep, 
rocky ledges of DeSoto’s 
Little River Canyon are 
covered with rhododen- 
drons of varied colors, 
This wildflower usually 
turns white in open sun- 
light, but is pink in partial 
shade. In deep shade it is 
often colored red or dark 
purple. 

The canyon is the deep- 
est gorge in America east 
of the Rocky Mountains, 
The park also features De- 
Soto Falls, where water 
thunders down more than 
100 feet and Little River, 
the only river in the United 
States that forms and flows 
its course on a mountain- 
top. 

The State Conservation 
Department has rustic but 
comfortable cabins for rent 
at DeSoto State Park. Mo-
